This 
would permit the building of dirt 
roads and is objectionable to the real 
friends of a good roads system, but 
it is mot nearly as objectionable as 
opponents of the bill have contended. 
Graft Opportunity Charged. 

While it gives the power to the 
commission, it does not require that 
surfacing. bridging and culverting 
shall be done before hard-surfaced 
roads are built, but leaves the matter

whether grading and building bridges 
and culverts shall be carried out on 
some roads and then left to a later 
time for surfacing.

Thomson was absent at the 
time, and in making a search for 
the check Jay Hormel found evi- 
dences that Thomson was using 
money of the firm in financing his 
Oakdale farms, a private venture 
that had made Thomson one of the 
most-talked-of men in the southern 
part of the State. The discovery 
caused the Hormels to call in outside 
auditors and the expose followed. 

When faced with the charges, 

Thomson readily admitted he was 
short, and turned over to the frm 
all Ris private holdings. Valued at 
something over $1,000.000. Up to 
Wednesday, when his arrest was 
caused by a bonding firm, he was 
aiding the auditors in the work of 
Untangling his manipulations of the 
books, which had continued during 
five years.

There are, generally speaking, 
the following styles of tennis: 

1. The net game: Your oppo- 
nent forces the net at all times, 
follows his service in and relies on 
beating you himself, not on your 
beating yourself. 

To meet this game rely on : 

(a) Taking the net yourself 
whenever possible, thus making 
your opponent play from a posi- 
tion he dislikes, the back court. 
Alweys follow your service to the 
net. 

(b) Hit a sharp, chopping, slow 
ground stroke at the man’s feet as 
he comes in and play generally for 
the side lines. Do not try to pass 
clean on every shot, but make him 
reach and trust to his missing as 
many as he kills. 

Do not rely on speed, since the 
faster a shot is driven, the easier it 
is to volley. 

The real reason Johnston's game 
was so effective against both Wil- 
liams and McLoughiin’s is that 
they relied on speed instead of hit- 
ting slow-drop shots at his feet 
when he played midcourt. 

(c) When pressed and out of 
position, lob and lob high’ and 
deep.

(b) You may chop and rely on 
his missing, owing to the spin on 
your shot. This is Wallace John- 
son’s and Joe Armstrong’s method 
of beating this game, although 
Armstrong also comes to the net. 


(ce) You can drop short shots 
and when your opponent i drawn 
out of his favorite position either 
lob or drive deep, thus catching 
him retreating, an almost fatal 
blunder for any man. 

(d) And by far the best meth- 
od, is to take the attack in your 
own hands and go to the net 
wherever possible and volley off 
short. This will give no chance to 
vour opponent to make his favorite 
ground state and will put you in 
the most advantageous position in 
the court. Let all young players 
develop the net* game rapidly as 
possible, no matter how often they 
get beaten in practice while do- 
ing it. 

3. The chop-stroke back-court 
game. The same remarks whith 
apply to the ground-stroke game, 
just analyzed here, except that it 
is more imperative to go to the net 
since the chop is a hard stroke to 
successfully play from the back 
court. 

4. The 
game. 

When meeting a man who plays 
this most exasperating style of 
tennis, start out with two thoughts: 

(a) I won't play his game. 

(b) I will attack all the time. 
Never let a steady player put you 
on the @efensive. Hit consistently 
hard all the time and go to the 
net whenever possible. Keep the 
game moving as rapidly as possi- 
ble and mix ypur shots as often as 
is practicable. 

The notable examples of this 
style of game are Norman Swayne, 
Stanley Pearson, Stanley Rogers 
and IL. C. Wister. These men 
usually allow the other man to 
beat himself, and seldom really 
put the finishing punch in any 
match. 

Thus we see that we must either 
force the other man to play our 
game—this should be done when- 
ever possible—or Mdapt our game 
to meet the sty le™ of the other 
man. Therefore it is a good thing 
to learn as many different strokes 
as possible and learn to mix them 
aS’ easily as possible. 

* In the foregoing it has been 
taken for granted a man could 
vary his game. In this we will 
e it for granted that we have 

a brain, and then let us use it. 

It is hard work, rapid thinking 
and quick judgment which deter- 
mines the shot to be played when 
you have the chotce of two or 
more. ' 

In general play the shot that 
comes natural is the one you need

If 
you make it you score one for 
yourself and take a point away 
from your opponent that he is 

counting on, which always has a 

discouraging effect on him, while 
| if you play the obvious shot you 
‘not only waste method, but give 
the other man an opportunity to 
make a kill which gives him im.vre 
confidence. If you must lose a 
point, lose it try{ng for it and not 
just offering it up as a sacrifice. 

The following points are well to 
bear in mind: 

1. Make the other man 
whenever possible. 

2. Shoot for this backhand as a 
rule, since that is’ the weak spot 
of most games. 

3. Aim to make the other man 
play from a position he does not 
wish to, or a shot he is not used 
to. 

4. Always consider the psycho- 
logical effect of all shots, even the 
ones you miss. Remember that if 
you can get the other man watch- 
ing for the unexpected and paying 
attention to your game instead of 
his own, you have destroyed his 
attacking, since that depends sole- 
ly on complete concentration on 
the person's own game who is at- 
tacking. 

5. As far as possible never 
throw away easy points by trying 
for the spectacular kill or shot. It 
counts too much against you in 
the psychology of the game. A 
missed easy shot at a critical time 
will often give the other man esuf- 
ficient confidence to pull the 
match out of the fire while you 
are still wondering just why you 
missed that shot.
